CHARLESTON, W. Va„ Aug. 2 
—(AP)—Former Democrat Rush 
D. Holt ran away with Repub­ 
lican nomination to Congress to- 
jday . 
Holt, elected as a Democratic 
U. S. Senator in 1934 when he 
was still too y oung to serve, 
switched parties this y ear and 
held a 3-1 edge over his nearest 
lival in a four-way third district 
race. 
The unofficial count in 397 of 
the district’s 505 precincts gave 
Holt 12,318 votes to 4,145 for Ru­ 
fus C. Hurt of Oak Hill, a bus 
line operator who had sought the 
same nomination unsuccessfully 
in 1946. 
Two other contenders were out- 
, distanced. 
Holt, serving in the U. S. senate 
from 1935 to 1941 as a Democrat, 
became one of the New Deal’s 
sharpest critics soon after he took 
office. He was widely known for, 
among other things, his criticism 
of WPA spending which he cal­ 
led wasteful. 
He lost his bid for renomina­ 
tion m 1940 to Sen. Harley M. 
Kilgore, and later tried unsuc­ 
cessfully for Democratic nomina­ 
tion for both senator and gover­ 
nor. Bu. he has served since 1942 
as a member of the house of del­ 
egates from Lewis county . He is 
now 45 y ears old. 
In the November election, he 
will oppose Rep. Cleveland M. 
Bailey of Clarksburg.

A T THE OUTSET of every American mili­ 
tary experience, from the first awkward 
skirmishes of the Revolution to the tragedy of 
Pearl Harb or, there has b een b itter disap­ 
pointment. 
It has b een followed b y even more b itter 
recriminations. 
The latter only served to 
conceal the apologetic feeling of Americans 
ab out their collective ab ility to make a good 
showing in the first stages of a fight There 
is a reason for tha t There is more to the 
reason than the inefficiency of government 
The inefficiency is a result, not a cause. 
The cause is the nature of thought and action 
ab out military matters in a repub lic, Ameri­ 
cans are not vengeful. They forget and for­ 
give. 
They are not militaristic. The end of 
the war finds them with only one thought— 
to have no more wars. They cannot come to 
a meeting of minds on any national purpose 
outside their own b orders; hence, they never 
have b een imperialistic. They have had no 
need to use militarism as either a form of 
sub sistence for the unemployed or as a secur­ 
ity for unpopular political regimes; hence, 
they are not accustomed to tolerate large 
standing armies. 
All this adds up to gross 
inefficiency, at the b eginning of every mili­ 
tary emergency. 
The United States never 
can b e prepared for war in the same sense 
that a dictatorship can b e prepared for war. 
Yet, the United States has history’s most 
enormous military potential. 
The potential 
was realized during World War II. It can b e 
realized again, if that b ecomes necessary. The 
question of the moment is whether or not 
the Soviet Union’s dictators will decide to 
mob ilize the United States. It is within their 
power to do it If they leave no doub t that 
they intend to destroy every society which 
cannot defend itself b y force of arms, the 
United Stales automatically will b ecome mo­ 
b ilized. There will b e a popular decision to 
that effect and a popular demand on the gov­ 
ernment for suitab le action. 
It will not b e 
a case* of a government leading the country 
into war. The country will go to war and take 
the government with it. 
An amb itious and ruthless regime in Ger­ 
many twice made the mistake of forcing the 
United States to mob ilize—and twice was de­ 
stroyed for its stupidity. 
An amb itious and 
ruthless regime in Moscow is on the verge of 
making the same mistake. It appears as if the 
only remaining chance of averting the mis­ 
take would b e for the United States to leave 
the Kremlin no room for doub t ab out its 
willingness to mob ilize.

T>ERNARD M BARUCH S two-fisted champ- 
lonship of all-out mob ilization has hit 
Washington b etween the eyes. 
There is a 
great deal of soul-searching going on as con­ 
gressmen and administrators weigh the ob ­ 
vious advantages of Mr. Baruch’s dynamic 
proposals against the ob vious disadvantages 
of piecemeal mob ilization. 
But something more than ob stinacy and 
neglect are b ehind reluctance to go along with 
the Baruch thesis that halfway measures are 
worse than none at all. It is easy enough to 
concede that cutting off a pup’s tail ah inch 
at a time is harder on the pup and harder on 
the cutter than it would b e to cut all of it off 
at once. But when the tail has b een cut off, it 
won’t grow b ack on. And as far as cutting 
off their prerogatives, their privileges and to 
so me extent their cherished rights are con­ 
cerned. Americans dread the thought of los­ 
ing them to politicians. 
That is b ehind reluctance to rush into the 
Bara« , a plan of all-out mob ilization. 
The 
soul-searchers who are weighing the advan­ 
tages of going all the way in mob ilization 
must b ear in mind, while searching, that it is 
a long way b ack. The American people, either 
consciously or instinctively, are reluctant to 
« tart the trip without a return ticket. They 
want to know how they will regain the 
authority which Mr. Baruch thinks they 
should turn over ta government. 


Money In The Bank 


TTNIVERSAL esteem in which the Federal 
^ 
Deposit Insurance Corporation is held is 
reflected in the action of Congress in raising 
the amount of its insurance from $ 5.000 to 
$ 10.000. 
Some details remain to b e worked 
out in conference. 
In the four years b efore enactment of FDIC 
legislation in 1933 there were more than 9,000 
b ank suspensions involving deposits of more 
than $ 6,000.000,000. 
In the four years end­ 
ing with 1 948 there was one suspension with 
deposits of $ 167,000. 
Not all the credit goes to FDIC. It played a 
part, however, b y assuring the little saver 
that the government stands b ehind his money 
m the b ank. 
It did much to restore thrifty 
ha oils shaken b adly b y the chaotic financial 
events which followed the 1929 depression.
